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Note  of  Technical  Process 


This  annual  was  lithographed  by  Artmaster 
Yearbooks,  Incorporated,  Mission,  Kansas. 
The  book  itself  is  8f  by  ll£,  page  size  being 
8^  by  11.  The  paper  is  90  lb.  premium  enam- 
el. The  body  copy  and  quotations  were  set 
in  12  point  Bodoni  Italic,  the  headlines  in 
24  point  Bold  Garamond,  the  identifica- 
tions in  8  point  Garamond,  and  the  end 
sheets  in  12  point  Century  Schoolbook. 
Artype  and  hand  lettering  were  used  on  the 
division  pages,  and  8  point  Garamond  for 
the  directories.  The  cover  design  was  silk 
screened  with  a  base  color  of  blue,  and  ap- 
plied colors  of  yellow-green  and  black. 
Photography  and  printing  of  the  pictures 
were  almost  entirely  student  work.  The 
binding,  rounding,  and  backing  and  head- 
banding were  produced  by  Smythe. 


The  poem  used  on  the  end  sheets  is  from  "East  Coker  Quartet"  by  T.S.  Eliot.
